Whereas, By prociamations of the 16th and 19th
of April, 1561, the Frosidout of the Unitea States, in
virtue of the power vosted 1t him by the Qonstitn-
von and the laws, deciarod Uiat the lows of the
United States weso oppored, and the excontfon
thorvef abstrnotod, in the States of South Carolina,
Goorgin, Alshama, Flords, Missiesippi, Lourmsinn,
and Toxas, by combinutions too powerful to be sup-
pronsed by the ordinary courss of Judiginl pros
covdings, or by tho powers vested in the murshals
by aw;

Y;n..t whereas, By another proolamation made on
the 16th day of Aughst, in thy ssme voar, in pursi-
ance of &n aet of Conjgrose, approved Jaiy 18, 1551
the mbabiants of the states of Georgln, South
Caroina, Virginin, North Usrolinn, Tennossos, Al
bami, Loulstana, Toxns, Arkansas, Missisaoppi, and
Florida, exeept 1he inhabitants ol that pact ol the
State of Vieggams lying west of the Allogheny
mountalus, nod snch other paris of that Stato and
the other Stntes Lefore pamod A mieht malntain u
lovai sohesion to the Uniow und the Constitntion,
or might be irom tioe to time occupiod mnd ¢cons
troied by foroos of the United sStaies engagoed
thi suppression of the fnsurgonts, were deslared to
be i a state of insurrcouion agaiust the Umited
Bintes;

South Carohno, Norih Caroling, Tennesson, Alae
bamn, Lowsiane, Texas, Arkansas, Missisalpm,
Florlda, and Vireinia, oxeopt the forty.eight

Al whicreas, By my proclamation of the 18th day
ol June last, the iusurreotion in the State of’ l'onuas-
sce was declared Lo have boon sappressed, the autho-
rity of the United States theroln 10 be undisputed,
and sueh United Suaves otfieers, as bad been duly
commisgloned, lo be in the undisputed exdreise of
their officinl funetions;

And whereas, There now exists no organized armed
resistance of mwguided citzens or others to the
anthority of thoe United States in the Slates of
Georgin, South Caroling, Virginia, North Caroling,
Tenncssee, Alabamu, Loukogna, Arkansns, Mijssis-
glppianda Jlorids, aud the lwws can b sustaimoed and
enloreed therein by the proper eivil authority, State
or Federal, snd the people of tho snid Stures aro woll
aund loyally dispoged, and kave conformed, or will
eonform, m their leynsluiion to the condition of
affayrs growing our ot the smendmant to the Cone
stitution of the United Steles prohibiting slavery
within the Nmote and jurlshiction of the United
Stutes;
